‘day at Balliol College, Oxforya, there be 
ing in’ attendance about 140. members 
from all parts of the country -and from 
the Colonies.

'] Richard Rigg, O.B.E., on the subject of 
“Trade as a factor in the development 
of nations.” Pe 


There was ao spirit of snobbishness 
abroad, said Major Rigg, which ‘looked 
askance at trade and: commerce, This 
attitude was altogether undeserved, as 
commerce was the mother of the arts, 


the sciences, and the professions, and in| 


this twentieth century was in itself an 
art, a science, and a profession. In the 
history of the world trade and commerce. 
had ‘played their part in the making of 
nations. ‘ ie . 

Commerce‘ brought wealth, wealth 
brought power, and provided the re 
quisite fmancial sinews of. war jn our 
own country. This was evidenced by the 
influence of the de la Poles of Hull in. the 
days of *Edward ‘the Third, of Thomas 
Ganynge of Bristol in the ike of Ed- 
ward the Fourth; and of Philpot Wal- 
worth “and Whittington in the days of 
Richard the Second, Henry. the Fourth, 
and Henry the Fifth. 


So far as the City of London was con- 
cerned in medimval’ times, London was 
the guilds and the guilds were London. 
They: superintended every branch of 
}human industry and controlled’ every 
section of human endeavour.. They con- 
trolled the government of the City of 
London. The first Mayor of London was 
appointed on the Accession of Richard 
the First in 1189, and he and his succes- 
gors were’ all.men intimately associated 
with the trade and commerce of the City. 
“At the’ present diy twenty-seven guilds of 
the City of London exercised considerable 
public control. Their members elected 
the Lord Mayor, the Sheriffs, the City 
Chamberlain, and many’ other city 
officers. 

The foundations of our Empire were 
largely “laid by. the Merchant Adven- 
turers, men ‘like’ Hawkins, Drake and 
Raleigh. -The Honourable East India 
Company from the years 1399 to 1958 had 
been principally responsible for'our great 
dependency of India, whilst from 1870 
down to the Confederation of the 
Dominion of Canada in-1867-the Hudson 
Bay Company had exercised similar 
political sway in Canada. .” , 

- Far from looking down on trade and 
commerce, it ought’ to be borne in mind 
that the foundation of many of the great 
families in this country was laid by their 
forbears who were associated with trade,

CHOR AND SHIP UNDER WAY. 


‘APPORTIONMENT OF BLAME. 


What are the relative duties of a ship 
at anchor and a ship-under way? Ob- 
viously ‘the’ ship under way has ‘the 
greater mobility and therefore the greater 
opportunity of avoiding a collision. But 
the ship at anchor has some duties and 
cannot in the event: of a collision claim 
that she acted rightly in doing nothing. 

The question came up for decisiog re- 


| cently in'a case arising.out of a collision 


between two barges on the River Thames. 
The Viper, while dredging up the river: 
with the tide,and with her anchor down, 
had fouled something in the bed of the 
river‘and had. been held by her anchor 
for about two, hours, when she was rum 
into by the Zruelove, which was proceed- 
ing up ‘the .river light under o Bail, 
making about a. knot through the water. 
The tide. was flood with a force of about 
three: knots, and there was a. light
